Long-distance negotiations between 
two strong-minded Scots— Mayor Al- 
@xander and Andrew Carnegie — have 
not yet brought a promise from the 
Laird of Skibo castie of a new cen- 
tral Mbrary building to Los Angeles. 
The Mayor has just received a iet- 
ter from Carnegie saying that it is 
his desire to give his money to build 
branch libraries and that this policy 
seems to him to bring library useful- 
ness nearer to the people. This an- 
ewer is no different than he has given 
the Mayor on two other occasigns. 
Carnegie is known to be obstinate. 
But so ig the Mayor. And, as they 
are both Scots, something is likely to 
result.. a 
The Mayor wants Carnegie to give 
$1 for each person shown by the cen- 
sus enumeration to compose the pop- 
ulation of Los Angeles to build a fine 
central library building in Central 
Park. If Carnegie does this, the May- 
or believes Los Angeles will raise dol- 
lar for dollar of the iron master’s 
money, and create a fund of nearly 
three-quarters of a million for build- 
ing purposes. 
Carnegie prefers to limit his patron- 
age to branch libraries, He rot only 
prefers this, but has indicated that 
this is what he will do for Los An- 
geles. But it is the judgment of the 
Mayor and the IAbrary Board that 
the branch service on the scale now 
maintained, even if enriched by Car- 
negie’s generosity, would delay if not 
Gefeat the creation of a great cen- 
tral library. If the city provided six 
permanent branch libraries it would 
take $50,000 or more to buy sites and 
*the income would be exhausted main- 
taining the branches after Carnegie’s 
money builds them. There are now 
fourteen branches and their mainte- 
nance has been at the expense of the 
central library. To reduce this num- 
ber, even with the existence of two 
Carnegie libraries now serv as 
branches—Hollywood and San Pedro— 
seems inevitable ff the Board is to 
and enrich the central lbrary. 
„ while the board wants to cen- 
tralize its work, Carnegie wants to 
distribute it. And that is where he 
has, at present, the better of 
Mayor and the board for he has the 


money. 
But the Mayor has not abandoned 
of getting a gift for a central 
library bullding.

HE RAILROAD BILL IN CONGRESS. 
Railroading is a science of the most compli- 
cated character. - The ablest men in America today 
are engaged in the railroad business. The railroads 
pay men of capacity enormous salaries for man- 
aging their business. There is not one case In a 
thousand wherein these men rise to eminence im the 
business in less than a number of years of prac- 
tical application to the principles that underlie 
railroading. There is no other branch of business 
in the country so exceedingly difficult to compre- 
hend. 


Now, when we approach the member of the House | 


of Representatives, or even the member of the Sen- 
ate, in very many instances we come into contact 
with a man who knows no more about railroading 
than he does about Chinese metaphysics. We are 
not exaggerating one bit. There is not 10 per cent. 
of the members of the lower house and there is not 
20 per cent. of the members of the Senate who 
could stand a half-hour’s examination on railroad 
business at the hands of an expert railroader. 
There are railroad clerks in the city of Los Angeles 
today, who have been in the business for ten to 
twenty years and are still but “underlings,” who 
would take one-half of the House of Representa- 
tives and probably nearly as large a number of the 
Senators and in half an hour turn them inside out. 

With their imperfect understanding of the busi- 
ness and the disposition of many of them to play 
to the gallery, it is no surprise to us that Congress 
in both branches is so divided upon this railroad 
bill. In the minds of a good many in both branches 
the uppermost thought is simply to do what their 
constituents will approve of. They do not under 
stand the question; and, sad to say, a good many 
of them do not care to understand it. They are 


simply playing politics. Even with the earnest | 


ones the lack of definite knowledge of the business 
of railroading makes it exceedingly difficult for 
any two of them to get together and agree as to 
just what shall be done. . 
There need be no surprise if the bill fails in the 
conference committee which is bound to be ap- 
pointed by the two branches of Congress to try to 
agree upon it. If an agreement is reached in that 
conference committee, mark it, it will be upon a 
bill which will bear no resemblance to the original 
in our opinion it will be one that will 
leave the railroad business just about where it is. 


TANDARDIZE YOUR FRUIT! 2 
When frost-damaged oranges were shipped to 
eastern points by the growers of California, early 
in the present season, The Times, in an earnest 
spirit of interest in the growers and in their indus- 
try, pleaded with them not to send any more of the 
frozen fruit to market. The plea fell, we are sorry 


to say, generally upon deaf ears, and we are still | 
hearing in communications addressed to this jour- | 
nal from the East of the evil effects of the ship- 


ment of this poor fruit to the eastern markets. 

The citrus fruit growers have manifested their 
high intelligence and business shrewdness in no way 
more admirably than in the unflagging campaign of 
education they carry on among the consu at 
the East. Their system of advertising been 
complete and they have been untiring in keeping it 
up. There are few parts of the Eastern States that 
have not been invaded time and again by the repre- 
sentatives of the citrus fruit growers of California. 
The advantages of a liberal use of California fruit 
on the table have been made known in every way, 
by lectures, by booklets, by newspaper advertise- 
ment and every other way that can reach the eye 
of the public. Furthermore, the fruit has been 
distributed in some regions where it was unknown, 
at the expense of the growers, in order to force 
upon unwilling minds a due sense of the excellence 
of California oranges. 

Now, where the public mind is impressed deeply 
with a sense of. the excellence of California fruit 
it is a vain thing to attempt to foi& upon such 
consumers anything in the way of a poor orange 
or a poor lemon. Such consumers know that a Cal- 
Fornia orange is as full of juice, to use a prover- 
bial expression, as an egg is of meat. They know 
that juice is sound, piquant, most beneficial in its 
effect upon health, as well as most grateful to the 
educated palate. A frozen orange is about as pal- 
atable as a mouthful of excelsior out of a long-used 
bed tick. One bite is enough for an educated per- 
son, and then no more of that kind of California 
orange for him. 

The distributors of the California crop during 
the early part of the past winter soon found out 
there was no use in trying to dispose of the injured 
stuff to the educated consumer. So it was shunted | 
off into districts where California oranges were 
unknown, and there, largely at a loss to all con- 
cerned, most particularly te the shippers, it was 
disposed of in one way or another, universally in 
a very bad way. It will take more than one season 
to overcome, with the best fruit California groves 
produce, the prejudice created in the districts 
where last year’s poor oranges were disposed of. 
Not only there was a loss on the unpalatable stuff 
shipped in, but there will be a loss on good stuff 
for moré than a single season to come before the 
‘consumers who have had their teeth set on edge by 
this sawdust-filled orange get to realize that the 
California orange is usually about the most deli- 
cious fruit the palate can know. | 

Now, it is not only in unfavorable seasons like 
this last, which come once in twenty years, that 

are poor oranges grown in California. Some 


cared for. These cases are few and far between, 
but wherever they exist the oranges are not good. 
Then, again, in the most intelligently-cared-for 
groves in the best situations, with every condition 
most favorable, there is always some poor fruit. 
Possibly taking the whole crop through about 10 
per cent. of the oranges produced in California are 
not up to standard. It would be well for the gsow- 
ers to give attentive heed to this fact. The careless 
cultivator stands absolutely in his own light and 
surrounds his enterprise with darkness. His fruit 
is an injury not only to his own interests, but to 
the interests of all the fruit growers of Southern 
California. It costs no more to produce a good 
orange than a bad ene; and the good one is a pay- 
ing investment, the poor one a losing investment. 
After the oranges are grown it costs just as much 


poor fruit as a box of good. The good fruit will 
pay an abundant profit if not dragged down by 
the reputation of a box of poor stuff that has pre- 
ceded it. In no case can the poor orange result in 
profit to the shipper. It is a loss to all who touch 
it, from the grower to the consumer. 

Now, this coming season promises to be one of 
unusual advantage to California fruit growers, 
those who produce deciduous fruit as well as those 
who are engaged in the cultivation of orange 
groves. Fruit crops at the East, from strawberries 
to apples, are going to be inferior. The market, 
as fruit comes along, will absorb most of the crops 
in a natural condition. The canners and driers 
east of Rocky Mountains will not be able to 
obtain liberal supplies. Next winter fruit will not 
be overabundant and prices will be good. With 
these conditions before them it will pay the fruit 
growers of California to give the best attention to 
their orchards. The temptation will be very great 
to ship anything in the shape of fruit to the east- 
ern markets. If growers yield to this temptation 
it will be very much to the detriment of the mar- 
ket and will net a considerable loss to the growers. 
If only good fruit is shipped East the prices will 
be, from present, appearances, the highest ever 
realized. The withholding of the poor stuff from 
the market will prevent a glut. The consumers will 
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mand will be more keen and steady and prices will 
be maintained. . 
What we need here, particularly among the citrus 
fruit growers, is the establishing of some industry 
which will take care of the poorer quality of fruit. 
It requires a good deal of nerve for a grower to 
withhold it from the market. The temptation to 
attempt to realize on it is very strong. It is not 
a comfortable thing to see 10 per cent. of your crop 
discarded and let go to waste. Undoubtedly it 
would be better to do so. All loss on shipments 
that fail to produce enough to meet expenses would 
be eliminated, and the poor fruit would be of con- 
siderable value as a fertilizer. Something would be 
got out of it, whereas by shipping it East there is 
danger of a net loss on every carload. But with 
all fruit, deciduous as well as citrus, we should be 
able to establish industries which would take care 
of all the inferior stuff. . 
The growers of California citrus fruit should 
get together, those..in the exchanges and those 
operating independently, and standardize their 
fruit, providing checks and penalties upon the ship- 
ping to the eastern markets of anything not abso- 
lutely up to standard. The citrus fruit crop of 
California will bring, at a reasonable guess, we 
should say, 25 per cent. more money to the grow- 
ers under this policy than under that which queers 


= 


the market by shipping in poor stuff. 


STRAWBERRIES! 


other day a little book on Spain from the pen of 
the careful and erudite author, Henry Fink. He 
tells of a new way of eating strawberries which 
he learned in Spain. First Mr. Fink called atten- 
tion to the American way of eating strawberries, 
with a plentiful blanket of cream and sugar over 
the dish, which he considers the worst way of all, 
inasmuch as the cream and the acid of the berry 
are antagonistic and proceed to scratch each other's 
eyes out like the bad children in the hymn. An- 
other way practiced among the French and Italians, 
who consume a good deal of plain, dry, red wine, 
is to dash a sherry glass full of claret over the 
strawberries—in Mr. Fink’s opinion a very good 
way of eating the fruit. The way he learned in 
Spain was to squeeze the juice of an orange over 
the dish of strawberries, which he considers more 
palatable and wholesome by far than the American 


of claret. 

This little exposition of the eating of strawber- 
ries put a new idea into the mind of the writer, 
who is a Californian of many years’ experience. 
The thought was, how would the juice of the grape- 
fruit do? The trial seems to justify the answer 
that this is the best way of all. Get your straw- 
berries perfectly ripe, and then select a thoroughly 
ripe grapefruit in which the acid has been largely 
rectified in the alchemy of nature through the me- 
dium of the sunlight. If you don’t like it, it will 
be a wonder. 3

Is it not sad that the pretenses of reformers 
when out of produce so very little in the 
way of performance when they get into office? 
When the present city government was installed 
the people were justified in assuming that we 
should have a municipal order here which would be

That was four long months ago, and now at the 
end of a third of the*year we have this reform gov- 
ernment admittedly paralyzed by the herculean task 
of getting muzzles on the dogs of the town. The 
Chief of Police under the former city government 
has been displaced. A new Chief appointed by the 
Goo-Goos has been guillotined, and now they have 
a Chief of Polié®-presumed to be after their own 
heart, and presumably a thoroughly - reorganized 
police force. And yet the whole of this reform 
machinery is powerless to keep the dogs of the 
town muzzled! 

These same renovators have been wrestling dur- 
ing these four months with the billboard nuisance, 
but the billboards are just as numerous and just

So it looks as if we would have to stagger along 
here under the same very imperfect conditions 
under which we suffered for all the administrations 
that are past. If the reform government is unable 
to keep muzzles on the dogs, how in the name of 
good government can we expect that they will 
tackle that hydra-headed monster, the social evil, 
and put it in chains or lop off its many heads?

NO TRACE IS FOUND OF SANTA 
MONICA OFFICIAL,

Missing Defauiter le Said to Have 
Been Seen in Los Angeles and De- 
_seriptions Are Sent Broadcast. 
Administration Is Criticised for Al- 
lowing Large Sum in His Custody. 


~ 


SANTA MONICA, May 4 — The 
rifling of the city’s treasury and the 
flight of City Treasurer Bane continue 
to be the talk of the beach. The city 
Officials have issued a warrant for the 
arrest of the missing Treasurer on a 
charge of embezzlement. Mayor Dud- 
ley and Chief of Police Barretto spent 
the day in Los Angeles,, conferring 
with the police and the officers of the 
Aetna Indemnity Company of Hart- 
ford, Ct., and outlined a campaign to 
be pursued in the quest for Bane: 

Descriptiong of Bane have been sent 
broadcast and these are to be followed 
by photographs and accurate descrip- 
tions. The Aetna corporation is inter- 
ested to the amount of the 4efalcation, 
which is $17,710.02, as on December 24 
of last year it sold to the city a bond 
guafanteeing the safe handling by 
Bane of municipal funds to the sum 
of $25,000. This is the same company 
that issued Bane's bond during his 
first term of office, that bond having 
been for double the amount of the 
The new bond was is- 
sued direct through the;San Francisco 
agency, Frank Townse having been 
the local representative for the Aetna. 
This explains why it is that the Los 
Angeles agency for the company had 
no direct knowledge of the existence 
of the bond. 

Bane had been seen in Los Angeles 
late Saturday afternoon. Deputy Sher- 
iff Pritchard says he saw him there at 
that time and talked with him. Thie 
being true, it may be that Bane has 
ret gone to Honduras, but is still in 
the vicinity,of Los Angeles. In any 
event, he cannot be many hours ahead 
of telegraphic advices to arrest him as 
a fugitive. 

The city administration is being sub- 
jected to criticism for permitting a 
system to be practiced be which it was 
possible for the Treasurer to retain in 
his personal custody 80 large an 
amount of cash. The law made it in- 
cumbent upon him to deposit weekiy 
all money received, and if that had 
been enforced he would at no time 
have had a large sum in his posses- 
sion. It develops also that the offictal 
counting of the municipal] funds each 
month was nothing more than a per- 
functory affair. 

This the officials admitted in their 
report submitted to the Council in 
April, when they asked that the books 
be examined by a expert, they 
had no check as to the accuracy of the 
Treasurer's. figures, they being com- 
pelled to accent his balances without 
verification. The last time the money 
was counted Bane was not given ad- 
Vance notice as to the hour the count 
was to he made, and he was unpre- 
pared. Mayor Dudley is authority for 
the statement that under the present 
system the ceuntine of the money 
means absolutely nothing. 

Monday was the day on which’ the 
eount of money in the Treasurer's of- 
fice was to have been made, but Bane 
Was supposed to be at Porterville and 
the job was not attacked. That night 
a letter was received from him stating 
that his old haunts would know him 
no more—that he wage short in his 
funds. Tuesday a count of the re- 
sources was made. but the money was 
gone. Monday night the Counctl) in 
session was informed of the 
shortage and the migration of the 
Treasurer. This information was re- 
celved by officers and Councilmen with 
a pledge to hold it seeret until Tues- 
day morning. The members of the 
Council! kept their nledge, even ff in so 
doing the fleeine Treasurer was given 
an additional twelve hours’ to his al- 
ready liberal start.

FACES SERIOUS CHARGE,
